THE INDIANAPOLIS CONVENTION 



Although the majority of unciersrarluaics spent the holiday 
season in recreation and rest, over six thousand students, principally 
from American and Canadian universities,! travelled to Indianapolis 
■where they spent five days in earnestly concentrating on problems 
of vast import, the solution of which would mean much to the in- 
dividual in particular and to the world at large. The occasion was 
the ninth International Quadrennial Convention of the Student Vol- 
unteer movement and the recent gathering was one of the largest 
recorded since the organization meeting held thirty-six years ago. 
At that time a few enthusiasts — several of them now risen to 
prominence — put in action a powerful force, which was to make 
itself felt in many lands. The Movement, although it is nominally 
a missionary one, has developed with the passing of time into 
something much more- this fact being forcibly demonstrated during 
the past sessions. The Convention, it is true, did discuss the intri- 
cate questions of the mission fields but the delegates spent much 
of the allotted time, probably a major portion in facing world 
problems, such as international co-operation, industrialism, the abol- 
ition of war and the consequent preservation of peace. One of 
the features was the powerful defence of the League of Nations, 
the chief exponent being that well-known Canadian, the Hen. Mr. 
. N.' W. Rowell, who. with just appreciation and fearless criticism, 
pleaded with the student-representatives of the great Republic for 
their support of this remarkable bit of international machinery, 
which is believed by many to be the hope of the peoples' of the 
globe. This powerful oration of Mr. Rowell's was well received 
and in the immediate future the results, should become evident 
from coast to coast and from the Great Lakes to the Rio Grande. 

To-day the Convention is a thing of the past but already the 
•dca, ideals and beliefs, which were born or rather re-born — 

■ v -'icinapolis are beginning to spread throughout the undergrad- 
uate world of this vast northern continent. Some people may 

-rlittle and ridicule student thought and student action but the 
^ïï;ht bf six thousand young people, striving to find the modern 
Holy Grail- light in darkness, is an indication which cannot be dis- 
regarded, even by the most unidealistic, the most conservative and 
most diametrically opposed. Idealism may be scoffed at and 
it may be scorned but out of dreams are born actions and from 
actions corne results. 

Yes. to-day the Convention is a thing of the past but to-day 
the effects are being felt in over eleven hundred universities and 
colleges of the lan'd. Gatherings like the one which has just been 
'heid breed toleration and this, and this alone, is the Sesame, which 
will open the door leading to the pepplcs' just treasure of univer- 
sal peace and world happiness.

Sympathetic Study of Late 
Secretary of S.C.A. 

Tho Following article which appears 
in the 'December issue of the "Canadian 
Slndent" is printed herewith as a fit- 
ting tribute t,-> one who vas so much 
a part of the life at .McGill during the 
last, four years. It is headed "McGill 
. and .1 . Ci . McKay" and is written hy 
Miss Helen R. IT, Nichol. a well- 
known graduate In Arts who is now 
women's secretary of the S.C.A,, of 
Toronty University. 

U is Autumn, and the spirit of these 
days reminds mo of our friend. J. O. 
McKay. 1 watch the bronzo o;\U 
leaves dancing, dancing in the sun. 
yielding themselves to the power of 
the wind and blown in ballet form 
along the ground, and 1 feel the quiver 
of free life that pulsed in the veins 
of ,1. G;, and ga.ve him joy in Hying; 
I see the thick piles of heavy brown 
leaves pressed in deep piles n^Ttthst 
the banks of little ravines, and I ex- 
perience something of the weight on 
the spirit of one who longs to see men 
free and finds them crushed and pow- 
erless". 1 turn to the great yYk and 
find it <; a and straight, liftln- its 
strong limbs wide and high before 
•he cienr blue skv stripped fclt.-tn of 
the leaves which hid Its real form, a" 
:ts possessions east away. — and 1 think 
of it friend who was strong and true, 
whose life was lived with com-acro and 
faith, •whose seir was thrown away, 
and whose love was poured out that 
others might live. Would that every- 
one might know fully the vigour and 
beauty land simplicity of that life, 
would that they might know the power 
of the great oak. Tînt it is possible 
here only to write briefly a memoir, to 
capture a few leaves from our memory 
of him, that we may have Autumn 
branches in December. 

The opening of College in October, 
1919. found a new Y.M.C.A. secretary 
in Stratb'e.ina Hull at McGill Univer- 
sity. The girls were going to, have 
a. week-end conference m TJorval for 
two days before Thanksgiving . A 
Mend of mine came with me to ask 

• thé - new- Secretary, air. McKay, to 
corne out with us and to brins his.wife- 
We found a very tall, Scntchly-se:-u;> 
man with a smile always in his eye:, 
a kind slow voice and such a lot of 
interesting things to say. It grew 
twilight ca we talked and ye: w* lin- 
gered, wanting to. talk on .'.'.id on — 
about Jesus. I remember, and so-called 
Bible Study, and the value of the "V" 
and our ideals for it. He agreed to 
come out on Saturday with his wife, 
but he said that they would ha"j to 
return in the Evening, becuuss tbsre 
was a bir turke.' to bo cooked for t.Vir 
first ThanksgfvUtg dinner together, 
and there were a lot of stra^'Ci-stu- 
uents who wsr : pm; up to their wee 
flat for the. day. \\ e did want t'r.rtn 
for the full time, bu; we yielded in 
favour of first turl<->ys and freshirieii. 

On Saturday .we heard from J. C. 
for the first time an expression '■ f "is 
idea of the purpose and value of a 
religious organization in a university; 
He talked very inform aJly wiilla we 
bat around the fireplace, nnd :!.•: very 
simplicity and directness of his rpoecb 
made his Ideas convincing. H»-- uiged 
thai students should be allowed cud 
encouraged to think for ttiemsolvcs 
about the meaning of lire -and the 
questions of religion : and lie told us 
that, for him, the study of the life of 
Jesus, and an openrnindod tWureh with 
others for the socre; and trull: of that 
life, was the most worthwhile pursuit 
for a mon and was the one purpose 

■ into which If; was oa^er to throw all 
his energy and interest; And jet he 
was given very llttlo leisure and op- 
portunity to do the thing tha.t inter- 
ested him above all <-lse. 

In that first year he carried the re- 
sponsibility of sending a delegation 
from McGill to the Student Volunteer 
t:onvomion in Des Moines. No one 
knows what a heavy job that was for 
a stranger m a university hi e McGJI I 
and in a city like Montroal; but J. G. 
worked hard,— he chaired the commit- 
tee of students and friends, he inter- 
ested the churches, he did touch of Hie 
practical work of raising the actual 
money, and days, weeks and months 
Of his unceasing tireless labour sod 
undying Interest produced a. full quota 
of dele-nates from McGill and affiliated 
collages. 

To be In charge of ». building like 
Strathoonii Hall, which combines the 
office and headquarters of the Stu- 
dent Christian Association and a stu- 
dent rosldonci: on three floors, was a 
job for more than one man. lint J. 
G, did ail the arranging for social 
functions in the building, managed tin 
house diclpline, chucked billiard built 
and cues, ordered the coal and examin- 
ed the plumbing, rented rooms and 
kept boardliio-hoiiso lists, ,ra';".d funds 
and paid the bills, prepared (hy way 
for interesting visitors and speakers

DR. KING ADDRESSED 
PHYSICAL SOCIETY 

Work of Nicholson, Sabine 
and Fabian Was Described 

.\i tins last meeting of the 
Physical Society on Friday Dec- 
ember .1st. Dr. Li. v. Wing fritvo 
a very interesting account of the ses- 
sion of. the American I'bystcrtl society 
which met recently In Chicago. 
"American Men of Science and 
Their work" was the title of his 
address which dealt chiefly Willi the 

nto.uc personalities of the men with 
whom he came In contact, in parti- 
cular Nicholson, Sabine and Fublan. 
Nicholson was referred to as bring 
essentially nn artist and his experi- 
ments on the velocity of Unlit at Ml, 
Wilson n ore described, lie is now 
about to construct underground n sieel 
pipe seven mile trlnnctnlnr circuit 
around which two rays of light will 
be sent in opposite directions and If 
there be any effect on tho velocity 
of light due to the earth's relation 
this should be detected by interference. 

Some of the many interests of nn 
exceptionally alert man. Col. George 
Fabian, were then referred to, and a 
high tribute was paid to the Uiverbank 
Acoustics Laboratory at Geneva, llj,, 
which Fabian has built, equipped and 
maintains with a good .scientific staff. 

Dr. Sabine of Chicago University 
has studied many of the problems of 
a cousîtes in this la bon» tory and many 
researches of hitch practical value 
have been and are being carried Out 
there — In particular the relative of- 
| ficlcncics as sound absorbers of various 
I kinds of brick, plaster, etc.

I speaker called attention to the high 
I vn'.tie to be gained from roadlns the 
! works of early, even mediaeval inves- 
\ tigators who often display the mental 
attitude of ;t true and effective re- 
searcher which Is both stimulating and 
1 inspiring.

World Canadian Students Were Well Entertained 

British Empire Luncheon Given on New Year's 

Day Conference of 150 College Paper Editors.

.untcor Movement held at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, from December 2Sth to Jan- 
uary is;, when S.iSl students, pro- 
fessors, missionaries and missionary 
workers assembled from nearly every 
university and college in the United 
States and Canada . The majority ot 
the McGill delegation still suffering 
from Uic effects of Christmas festivi- 
ties boarded the Toronto Train at 
Bonaventure Station after a rousinp 

'. send-off with an occasional McGill 

. yell. 

At Toronto the McGill people joined 
délégation of thirteen students from 
i the Maritime Provinces re present inc 
the University of New Brunswick. Dal- 
housie. Mount Allison, Prince of Wales 
College and Kings College, and also 
joined the Toronto delegation of o«r 
fifty students from, Knox College, Uni- 
versity College. Wyeliffa, Victoria, 
Trinity, Medical School, School of Sci- 
ence, Ontario Agricultural College. Mc- 
Master, University, and Toronto Gen- 
eral Hospital. This band of Canadians 
was- again enlarged at London, when 
members of Western University board- 
ed the Canadian "Indianapolis Special." 

Arriving at the capital of Indiana 
Shout noon on the 3Sth, the Canadians 
were escorted to one of the best hotels 
in the city where réservations had been 
made. for tfcem and where they met 
with students already assembled from 
Canadian western universities, includ- 
ing those frost Winnipeg and Bran- 
don. 

The first officiai meeting of the con- 
vention was an International Luncheon 
held ai Second Presbyterian Chcrcfc 
for the 150 Canadian delegate? and a 
similar number of Americans invited 
representative institutions. 
Among the five- minute epeakera were 
Henry Avlson, of MoGil] and Jams* 
Endicott, of Toronto, who were laud- 
ably thanked for their brief addressee. 

^The first gathering of the entire con- 
vention was held In the Cade Taber- 
nacle when well over six thousand 
people filled every available seat. Ae 
the time approached I.Ï0 the sound of 
college yells was heard from the win- 
flows of the Tabernacle, among tbam 
being a Canadian yell composed by 
Torontonlane for the occasion. 

Three sessions were held each day. 
In the morning and evening the dele-

The 
outcome of the luncheon was the for- 
mation of am International College 
Newspaper organization which will 
supply a series of articles on this 
convention to be tsent to every college 
japer represented at the luncheon, as 
well as many others not represented. 

Many acme of extreme interest to 
newspaper men were discussed. Poli- 
cies were criticised and opinions aired.. 
The McGill Daily Quip Column was 
termed "a mighty line etutit" by an 
editor from a Mississippi paper while 
a lady editor irotn sunny Virginia went 
home to introduce a similar column at 
her college.

That. the. rumours 
prid -whispers developed into dofhlltc 
arrangements was brcan^i .1. f|. hlm- 
Heir discovered », hostel for us at the I 
Boys' f'nrtn at Hbnv/bridgc , Tho | 
pat ty grew into fifty, all our "group" 
and a number of our Junior friends 
who bad never before been .very .far 
into our fellowship., ( j. CI. was not 
only Jur>. one of .jut, he w»r tho one. 
ot us «11. His mind was behind the 
conference, periods and. bis spirit was 
In the whole experience' from the. ,-»,[■. 
rangement, for Mile Bldgralri to preach 
in the village church to bob-sleigh- 
Ing with the Farm hoys. He. had bin 
first .ikl-ing in the monnta.ins. taking 
long alow hills nt first, and iheri daring 
n.nd accomplishing the deepest de- 
clines. His ski'-tng : outfit' was his 
khaki uniform, and on. his handh ho 
worn no glove*. Thos^ who knew 
recognised the refle.ction of the period 
when h*i served for threî years as a 
capUin in the overseas T.Af.C.A. 
He had been severely wounded àt Cam- 
brai, and for bravery he h»d ïételved 
the Military Cross. His" hare ' Hands 
wero a heritage' from' ïurnfiér days 
v/hen he chopped and hauled trees 
for many winters In th* wood 3 of 
Pennsylvania. New stoups for J. G. 
came out of that house-party, mixed 
groups of the live, young lower-class- 
men who are now leading the spirits 
at old' McGill.' 

In May the McKay's little ïon wa# 
born, and there wa^ much- rejoicing, 
until a few days later word came that 
Mrs. McKay was ill, very ill. We 
were stricken in the group. J. G. 
came in to see us but he could not eat 
or talk. He spoke about his lovely 
little son absently , and went at once 
to his wLfe. We all prayed as we have 
never prayed that âhe might live.' J. 
G. prayed that if she were taken away 
he might have courage to- go on alone. 
Sho recovered after many we<»k3 of 
illness. It was late in June when she 
went home from ' the hospital, and 
through the long summer months 
anxiety n.bout the mother's health 
turned to fear for the life of the little 
baby. Together the parents nursed 

m back to health, and today at 
twenty months he is a bonny, sunny- 
facel, sturdy little lad. 

The last year., o^. his .life", was full 
of heavy responsibility for J. G. 
Again there was a delegation w pre- 
pare, this tLme for the First National 
Conference of Canadian 'Student*. J. 
G. came to tihe Conference with one 
hundred and ten students Trom ilcGill 
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Including Jews, a Mohajnmedan, a, 
West Indian negro, and , Roman ] 
Catholics. As a. result of that confer- 
ence ho formed groups o£ men and 
women students, jews, Roman Cathol- 
ics and Prostestants, to national and 
religious problems. When representa- 
tives of such groups met in May of 
that year to discuss the possibility of 
co-operation, the e^utriment at McGill 
was the centre of intorcst, anil J. G. 
himself, supported by tho President 
of the Mcuorah Society at McGill, and 
two Vvonch Roman Catholics, was tho 
moving srlrlt in the discussion. Tho 
fine spirit in which he demanded that 
we face the final issuos pushed each 
man back upon himself and each group 
on Its principles only to discover 
that all cured, about 0110 principle— tha 
principle, of truo living. Out of that 
group came the nucleus of tho Student 
League whoso purpose it is to form 
groups of members of the throo re- 
lisions to work and think together 
about our common national life and so 
come perhaps to understand and love 
ono another. 

At the first mooting of tc North 
American Council of Student Move- 
ments In 1923 tho Canadians were 
asked to say what was tho secret of 
their new Movement. J. G. replied: 
"We haven't anything to toll: we aro 
young In this thing ourselves, and arc 
simpl.v trying to work out the most 
worthwhile life on the campus; but w e 
have nothlug to. show Cor it ; .nor any- 
thing to talis about, only a siea,t Ideal 
to live tor." llo reminded ono. some- 
times of Abraham Liucoln: his oplulons 
wbyo straightforward and sure, and 
universal and simple. Ho way never 
afraid to speak the truth. 

Ills last service to tho uatioual move- 
ment wa.-, his visit hist .luno to the 
Maritime Cpntorouce, Those who 
were at Pino mil. will best appreciate 
his presence there; but from tho con- 
ference, ho came away, tired with a 
weariness (hat resulted from continu- 
ous çiyine of hid strength, his mind, 
hl;i spirit— until .Just one thing re- 
mained for him to give— his life, llo 
gro\V ill with blood poisoning in a 
the-il body. Ilia patience during tho 
liUtS dux* itipl. lurr.ibk. nights, of gnaw- 
ing ceiuielei'.s pain was like, tho endur- 
aneu of a hero. lie. nuvtir mutmured; 
he always made an effort to hltlo his 
aul'forlpg ryiid g^ye l\(s, boat. SolC to hlfl

Strathcona. Hail, situated at the cor- 
nor of McGill College A\ enuo and 
Sherbrooke Street, besides being thn 
nonio of the SVC. A., iï tho only non- 
^"Ctarian resld^nCi for rne.n in th« 
University. It is also the piacn of 
meeting of- a lars'o number of univer- 
sity clubs and at the present time 
cressing room »e,comod^.tion is 'oein^ 
providod' so that, the R. W. and I'. 
CI lib rhay use the hitherto IUU» used 
large hall on tho ground floor fc* lu 
practices. This Inrlovation is duo t.« 
the desire 1.0 make the flail a place 
of e.ven greater usefulness in the stu- 
dent life In the unh-crsity. " , 
Tho Hall was opened in 1905 and 
was named aft».r the Chancellor, Lord 
Strathcona, who ha<i always taken a 
keen interest in the Y.AÏ.C.A. as 1m 
did in other phases" of student acti- 
vity. Notwithstanding the. many and 
genecous gifts to the university up to 
r.ha.i. time no building had been named 
after him so that it waa particularly 
fitting that the new homo of -ho 
Y.M.C.A. should bo named after a 
man -with tfich a ions and honourable 
career of public service. . The sum of 
over one hundred thousand dollara J 
wa3 raiser, by jer.eval subscription on 
the part of citizens and former resi- 
dents of Montreal of which amount 
Lord Strathcona subscribed thirty 
thousand. This was the larpesc 
amount which hi*d up to that time 
been raised by general subscription 
for University purposes. Shtce that 
time the Y.M.C.A. of McGill has be- 
come the Students' Christian Associ- 
ation and the building is controlled "oy 
the S.C.A. 

There is accomodation for about 
siity students on the three top floors 
of the buildlnj. By the rules It is 
necessary to reserve thirty rooms for 
thirty first year men. The Residents 
elect a. house committee which Ik 
responsible for administration of the 
residential floors and matters per- 
taining to the residents. There in 
complete student salf-govtfiimen* . 

The two lower floors of the build- 
ing are used for thn wwk of the S.C.A. 
administration office, rooms for Biblo 
study jroups. the reading and lounge 
iroom? and billiard room. In the read. 
Ins room there are a number of cur- 
rent periodicals anil easy chairs for 
HtOe gatherings around the fire place. 

The large hall on the ground floor- 
is soins to be used this year for prae. 
tices- of tho B. W. and F. Club. The 
Athletic- Governing Board has pro- 
vided two new mats and these wero 
delivered during the holidays. A door 
has been made in the side wall which 
will will communicate wreh the new 
dressing room. Plumbing alterations 
are beirte made and shotvors installed.
